Irilial nrjranizat ion until now. Tliey 
had an elective Chief, a Senate, a 
House of Representatives and much 
tribal property. Now tbey bave di- 
vMsd the property 
sshrss sad gives op thsir 
tiea. 

The Cherokses occupied extensive 
leads in the beautiful upland re- 
glOB where most of the river sys- 
tems of the south have their source. 
Thi ir pi.xiiion paxc them as impor- 
laiit a place in the history of the 
south as the Iroqnis had in the 
north. Friendly to the English tbey 
helped to hold the country for theai 
against the Spanish and frsash s( 
ths Mississippi Vkllsy. la fMMh 
and Ipealdi doeoments of the fam- 
eos 'Xarondolet Collection" of the 
Uaivarsity of California, are to be 
found numerous accounts of these 
early days. 

Kentucky was for the Cherokees 
a favorite hunting ground and they 
claimed possession of it against the 
(rihes north of the Ohio river. 
Many an anbiUous hunter sad pie- 
assr from the seleaiss ssst of the 
aMMnUtaM had to leekon with the 
dusky fh s r ehss when he sought the 
■plradid hoattaf grsual sf Ken- 
tucky. 

It was the Cherokees who made 
a Treaty with the Tran.sylvania 
Compaiiv throuKh the influence of 
Daniel IVn.ne, in I77r). by which 
they ceded to the white man all 
land from tbe Cumberland rivsr to 
the Kentucky. This nsde peasiMe 
ths entry sad asttleoisnt of Ken- 
tusky at Booaaboro, Just scroes the 
lias froei Madison County in Clark. 
II was a trim old Cherokee chief, 
■arly over a sale which lie disap- 
proved who told the white man, he 
had acqnired hi.s land indeed but, 
he would find it a "dark and bloody 
ffroiind." 

Many a Cherokee name is still 
upon the map tho many have besa 
displaced for otheio. The Ouaber- 
lend M o aa la ta s aad Mver. named 
tnm ths bloody warrior brother of 
the laglish king, might better have 
letained the Cherokee name "Ouasi- 
ota." Tennessee is probably a Cher- 
okee word. This race was intelli- 
gent. They responded to the leach- 
int; of civilizatinn. Tbsy hsd an al- 
phatiet and a written tw^lge with 
considerable of a literslttie. 

In the sdminiatnllea of Andrew 
Jackson osaitels srsos hetwesa-the 
Chirafessa sad their neighbors in 
the ilaiss sf whieh they were a part 
•ad PertiSUlarly in neor^ia. They 
rstalnid their national life and ro- 
fUSSd to psrt with lands which the 
white man greatly wanted because 
he had discovered gold there. Sev- 
' lal times they appealed to the Uni- 
ted States, whom they regarded U 
their (.'uai'dian, and the luarsaM 
Court deoidsd la their iMor. But 
Jackson was as lover of Ibdiaas and 
to thstr tots. la the sd- 
Of VMdhiren they were 
Iweibly removed west of the Mis- 
sissippi river and James Russell 
Lowell, then a sludeut in Harvard 
College wiiite A Iggg pgggi gg 1^ 
dramatic event.

Iheir removal to the west they had 
made much progress in apriculture 
and 111 their western home they have 
lii'cii known as K"od farmers, many 
,ic(piinnK much wealth. For a time 
they bad large hcddings in Indian 
Territory but gradually they have 
been eompeUed to recede before tbe 
demands of tbs white men until at 
last their tribal life is ended. 

The writer spent a delightful 
nK^rnin^: on the spot in the Wsutau- 
ta Valley, in eastern Tennessee, 
wlo'rc they ceded Kentucky to the 
while men. The site is marked by 
a laPK'e broii/e plale with llie data 
inscribed on it. He spent also an 
interested afternoon looking over a 
collection of Cherokee relics owned 
by a citizen of the old town of Jono^ 
boro. Tbe ooUsetion is littls kaowB 
but is of grset value aad OMSt of the 
articles were picked up in the region 
around, slier the heevy rains had 
uncovered thsm hy ito n^M wash- 
ings. 

An honored resident of Kentucky, 
whose acquaintance the writer high- 
ly prizes and from whom be has re- 
ceived many a rare and interesting 
fact of history, is in part of Cherokee 
blood.
